The Madison School Board plans to 
trim the number of candidates for school 
superintendent to a maximum of six with 
two special meetings this week. 

The board met in special session at 5:30 
p.m. Monday to continue discussion con- 
cerning the replacement of outgoing 
Superintendent Dan Kostencki. 

The board met-in closed session to dis- 
cuss the applicants. Board President John 
Hamm reported that so far there are 
approximately 12 who have applied for 
the position. He said about half of them 
are from the area, one is from South 
Dakota, one from Wyoming and a couple 
from the Normal area. . 

The deadline for application to the posi- 
tion was Tuesday, July 19. 

The board planned to narrow the num- 
ber of applicants down-to four to six at 
anottien meeting to be held Tuesday eve- 
ning. = 

The board hopes to make a recomme’ 
dation for superintendent at the next reg: 
ular meeting scheduled for Thursday, 
July 21. However, the chances of choosing 
a superintendent that: night are slim as 
there are interviews-yet to be conducted.

Caughron, 59, was robbed and 
brutally beaten while working 
alone in his hardware store in 
the 1800 block of Delmar Avenue 


.in downtown Granite City. 


~ “]’m just thankful that tele- 
phone started ringing andscared 
(the robber) away. I think he 
would have killed me if it 
hadn’t,’’ Caughron said. 

Caughron was- beaten—with—a 
heavy object — most likely a 
paint can — and robbed of his 
jewelry and-about—$2,500-cash 
just before 10 a.m. Sunday short- 
ly after opening the busines: 
Caughron, who suffered a broken 
nose, a shattered eye socket, a 
fractured shoulder and bruises 
all over his body, was working 
alone at the time. 3

“He just blind-sided me. He 
hit me with his fist and I went 
down. Then he kept kicking me 
and hitting me with something 
heavy — I’m not sure what it 
was,” Caughron said. 

The robber, who Caughron 
described as a white male in his 
mid-20s to early. 30s, 5-feet 
9-inches tall, weighing between 
160 and 180 pounds_and having 
stringy brown hair, took the 
rings off -of. Caughron’s fingers 
and the cash from Caughron’s 
front pants pocket. 

When Caughron had difficulty 
removing one of several gold 
rings from his finger, the robber 
became agitated and threatened 
to cut the finger off, Caughron 
said. 

“{ didn’t fight him or any- 
thing. I just asked him not to 
kill me. I even offered him the

« the Central West End in St. 

Louis, provides a range of 


crisis-support services ‘and legal 


advice for women and children 
experiencing domestic violence. 

The agency served 1,619 
women in 1993, a jump of more 
than 23 percent over 1992, said 
executive director Shelia 
Kelleher. 


“Tt’s hard to attribute it to one 


particular incident,” Kelleher 


said. ‘‘We are a source to more 


and more people in and around 
the St. Louis area.” 
The advocacy group also 


provided erisis services to more 
than 1,700 children in 1993. Calls 


to the hot line have been up 
recently, but Kelleher said she 


doesn’t feel that necessarily has 


{ been caused by the publicity 
surrounding the 0.J. Simpson 
case.

debut at airport. 


Two arrested in theft. =

Members of the ‘‘Mustard 
Bandits” had their first appear- 
ance at the Lambert-St. Louis 
International: Airport on Monday, 
but were quickly apprehended 
oe airport police, said airport 
officials. 

Kathy Leonard, the airport’s 
-public_relations_manager, said 
two men allegedly stole the 
belongings of a New York busi- 
nessman and his sister after dis- 
tracting them with a mustard 
stain — a tactic ppparently 
employed at airports all over the 
country by a gang known as the 
Mustard Bandits. 

“At approximately 10:30 a.m. 
on Monday, two Hispanic men 
apparently squirted mustard on 

. back of a New . York busi- 
nessman’s coat,” Leonard said. 
“After distracting him and_his 
sister about the stain, one man 
took the (businessman’s) brief- 
case and wallet and the other 
took the sister’s purse.”” 

One of the bandits was quickly 
apprehended by security at the 
airport, not far from the inci- 
dent, Leonard said, but the other 
bandit ran out of the terminal 

and escaped in a car.

Both -arrested--men——- Joel 
Hernandez, 32, and Jorge Beni- 
tez, 33 — are citizens of Peru 
and are in the country illegally. 
They both carried forged \SS- 
ports and driver’s licenses from 
Argentina, airport police said. 

ernandez and Benitez have 
been charged with felony steal- 
ing and are: being held in the 
county jail. The Department of 
Immigration and Naturalization 
is working on having them 
deported back to Peru upon 
completion of the judicial action. 

The gang periodically commits 
similar crimes at airports 
throughout the country, officials 
said. Hernandez and Benitez 
both have been arrested by air- 
port police in Chicago and New 
York City. 

Airport police have known 
about the gang since at least 
1991, Leonard said, but this: is 
the first known incident at the 
St. Louis airport.

Aug. I is the estimated 
starting date for U-pick at Braeutigam Orchards and 
Eckert’s, both in Belleville. When planning to pick 
your own fruit, it is wise to check with the orchard 
before going there to make certain it is open. 

In spite of a sparse crop of blackberries in other 
parts of Illinois, Braeutigam Orchards reports its 
pick-your-own blackberry patch produced about 100 
percent of its-capability. 

The aroma, consistency and flavor of home-grown 
produce yields _to the reality that-all good things-have 
their limits, so longer growing seasons extend the 
time those refreshing fruits are available for summer 
palates and plates. 

California peaches, plums and nectarines peak by 
the end of August, but their season extends through 
September and, in the case of peaches, through most 
of October.

Overall, studies have shown 
women who are on estrogen 
therapy have a tendency to have 
less aggressive tumors, or 
tumors that do not invade as 
rapidly and are more responsive 
to conservative therapies.
